ILLEGAL TRAFFIC 
IN DRUGS SCORED 
BY PIPE SMOKERS 


Iliegal traffic in narcotics was con- 
demned Wednesday night by the mem- 
bers of the grand lodge of the National 
Pipe Smokers. who passed a resolu- 
tien endorsing the crusade now being 
waged in the United States against 
the “'--0” eyil.

“But the president should have gone 
a little bit further and told congress

government owned merchant ships in 
competition with other nations of the 
earth that are engaged in overseas 
transportation.” 

Mr. McLendon outlined the present 
participation in foreign commerce, 
showing that out of the 50 per cent 
of world tonnage handled by the Unit- 
ed States, privately owned ships 
bandled approximately per cent 
while government owned ships handled 
only 15 per cent. 

“Our participation, as the presi- 
dent calls it,” Mr. McLendon con- 
tinued, “in the movement of our for- 
eign commerce is 15 per cent of the 
whole. In handling this 15 per cent, 
and using one-third of our, merchant 
marine, the people lose out of their 
pockets $50,000,000 annually. If the 
American ships privately owned, 
| which carried 35 per cent of our com- 
merce, lose money at the same rate, 
the corporation owners would stand 
to lose more than $116,000,000 a 
year.

strength,” Mr. Price said. “There is 
a nicely adjusted balance between 
demand and supply sufficient to take 
care of the 1922 crop surplus, leav- 
ing only a minimum reserve with 
the new year. 

“The problem to be solved is that 
of the future. This resolves itself 
into three important factors, the first 
of which is the acreage which Amer- 
ican growers will devote to the crop 
during 1023. 

“The second factor is the willing- 
ness of the farmers to combat the 
boll weevil and tbe extent of their 
success. But Ly far the most im- 
portant factor to be considered in 
the equation of prices is the for- 
eign demand. 

“In the must thé market for Amer- 
ican cotten in Kurope and Japan 
has reached as high as from 6,000,000 
to 8.000.000 bale. from most years’ 
crops. But Europe's ability to buy 
our surplus depends on the restora- 
tion of her buying power. That res- 
toration is impossible while France 
and Germany confront each other ™

tions, Until we do that every farmer 


sacrificing by about one-third the val- 
ue of every bale.”’ 
Makes Two Addresses. 

Mr. Price spoke at two meetings 
during the day. At 11:30 o’clock he 
addressed the Atlanta Commercial ex- 
change on the outlook of cotton and 
the sonth, while at 12:30 he addressed 
the Atlanta Credit Men's association 
at the chamber of commerce, outlin- 
ing general credit conditions. 

“Cotton is the south’s eternal prob- 
lem, and virtually every line of busi- 
}ness fluctuates as does cotton,” Mr. 
Price declared. “‘The south cannot get 
away trom cotton, nor should it.” 

_ “The future of cotton depends en- 
tirely on what happens in Europe. 
Some method must be found to settl¢ 
the reparations question. or else busi- 
hess everywhere will suffer terribly.” 

“I was told only a few days ago by 
a friend just returned from Germany 
that Germany would not fight. He 
said that they could not fight because 
they la .ked a large enough army and 
sufficient equipment.” 

“J believe Poincare will be eventual- 
ly overthrown and that a 20th century 
Napoleon will arise in the world to 
launch Framce upon another  im- 
perialistic reign. America eventually 
will be forced to step in and adjust 
world affairs. To do that she will 
need the support of every citizen of 
the United States. America must 
recognize her duty and do it, not alone 
but with the aid of the whole world.” 

Mr. Price said he found general con- 
ditions every vhere in the south excep 
tionally good and that the people were 
more optimistic and accordingly busi- 
ness was movihg smoothly.

There is purpose to report that 
your commission has driven a hard 
bargain with Great Britain, or to doa 
less seemly thing in proclaiming a 
rare generosity in settlement. Amid 
wide-spread clamor for the cancella- 
tion of wagld-war debts, as a fancied 
but fallacious contribution toward 
peace—a clamor not limited to the 
lands of debtor nations but insistent 
among many of our own people—tke

It was manifest from the beginning

Attracted Wide Attention. 

*A transaction of such vast im- 
portance naturally has attracted wide- 
spread attention and much of com- 
mendation. It is a very gratifying | 
thing to note the press and public 
have uttered substantially unanimous 
approval. It means vastly more than 
the mere funding and the ultimate 
discharge of the largest international 
loan ever contracted. It is a recom- 
mitment of the English-speaking world 
to the validity of contract; it is in 
effect a plight against war and war 
expenditures and a rigid adherence 
to that production and retrenchment 
which enhances stability precisely as 
it discharges obligations.

New York, February 7.—The most 
picturesque figure along the blazing 
trail of Broadway, in my opinion, is 
Arnold Rothstein.

times syphilis. Personal contact, as in 
crowded places, or by shaking hands, 
involves the transfer or exchange of 
invisible filth on the hands, (if saliva 
were indigo this would be apparent 
to everybody); such filth may be 
and sometimes does harher germs cap- 
diseases as ty- 
infectious diarrhea and 
the intestinal parasitic infestations. 
Therefore it is good sense and good 
hygiene to wash the hands with soap 
and water immediately after such con- 
tact when possible, and always before 
eating. The visible dirt is really less 
danegrous than invisible filth; persons 
whose cleanliness is on the surface 
are. prone to skip this washing if 
their hands do not look dirty Hand 
washing is a health habit which 
shockingly underdone. From 
health viewpoint it is infinitely 
important than body washing.
